THREAT BY H» 


Mitchell — the Man Who Was Right 


He Dared to Speak — and They Broke Him 


President Roosevelt reflects the sentiment of all Americans 


Friday when, bolstering his message to the congress asking 
another billion dollars for planes and tanks, he says "incredible 
events" in Europe have made these war machines necessary. 
For if Britain and France, living in Europe were not adequately 
prepared to meet the German air force, you can imagine how 
illy prepared we ourselves are. Not that we weren't warned, 
however. I am going to tell you briefly the story of "Billy" 
Mitchell, the man the Army and Navy brass-hats "broke" in 
1925. 
William Mitchell was a headline 


gjflC'.'rq when I'was starling into the 


newspaper business after the World 
war. 


He was a distinguished Army air 


man, 
rising to be brigadier-general in 


the Air Service. But he charged thai 
the Army and Navy kept aviation in 
the dog-house, denying it equality 
wilh infantry, artillery and fighling 
ships in Ihe business of winning wars. 


General Mitchell may not have been 


correct in one contention—that the 
Air Service should be entirely sep- 
arate as a branch of the defense forces 
on equality with the Army and Navy 
—but events today in .Europe, in 
Roosevelt's own words, prove General 
Mitchell was absolutely correct in 
evaluating the airplane as a weapon 
of war. 


But the brass-hats in our own coun- 


try, 
like the brass-hats in the de- 


mocracies of Britain and France, do 
not like criticism — and in 1925 they 
court-martialed General Mitchell and 
suspended him from the service. 


My office references do not show 


whether this record still stands today 
— but if it docs, an honest nation will 
correct the record and do honor to the 
name of a fighting airman1 who won 
his spurs, over the battlefields' of 
France — not by scratch'mg---up. somfr 
mahogany desk in Washington.

The record of General Mitchell is 


Hie record of a man of action. 
. He first served wilh Genera Fitz- 
hugh Lcc in Cuba, then in the Phil- 
ippines in 1899. 


In 1903 lie constructed the Alaskan 


telegraph system. 


In 1914 he joined the French avia- 


tion forces, and was Ihe first Amer- 
ican officer to fly over the lines! 


He commanded the air units of the 


First U. S. Army, and was chief of the 
Air Service in the Argonnc offensive. 
Also, he commanded the air forces at 
St. Mihiel, and served at Cambrai and 
the Soinmc, 


In 1920 he was appointed brigadier- 


bcncral in the Air Service — and five 
years later the brass-hats broke him 
because tys dared to say the warplane 
was more important than his super- 
iors thought it was. 


I say Mitchell was right and Ihe 


others were wrong — Mr. Roosevelt 
says so — and I think if that court- 
martial record still stands America 
ought to clc something' about it.

McDuffie Urges Cash 


Reserve of $100,000 


for City 


Hope's 25 per cent growth in the 


last 10 years—from 6,008 in 1930 to 
7,477 on the 1940 census—have been 
accompanied by.a corresponding in- 
crease in the necessary expense of 
the city government, Syd McMath, 
chairman of the finance committee of 
the. Hope City Council, told .the Ro- 
tary club Friday noon at Hotel Bar- 
low. 


"The city's operating incbme is about 


520,000 a year, and its expense ap- 
proximately $50,000—an annual de- 
ficit of ?30,000," Mr, McMath said. 
"Of course you know where the de- 
ficit is made up—the municipal wa- 
ter & light plant, with some .profit 
to spare.

"Not only docs the municipal plant 


take care of so large a part of the 
city's annual operating expense, but 
it furnishes 
$20,000 worth of 
free 


service, such as electric current for 
Ihe schools and' churches, and fire- 
plug service on Ihe waler lines. 


"Furthermore, the municipal plant 


is responsible for the city being able 
to own the following property, in a 
town that has no occupation tax 
and no bonded indebtedness: 


"The 
municipal

whose cost is $475,000. 


"Other property to the value of 


$150,000—making a total of $625,000 
in property alone.

are: The city hall, the-new-fire-sta- 
tion, the old fire station, the former 
Elks building, the Fair park, the 
Dykes Springs property, and the 40- 
acre municipal dumping ground. 


"As a fatter of fact, our ownership 


of the municipal water & light plant 
makes Hope a superior place in which 
lo live, enabling Hope to do things 
similar-sized cities can not 
do—for 


we have the money to do with." 


Mr. McMath called attention to the 


fact that the City of Hope lias a 
standing offer to pay one-third of 
paving costs wherever property owners 
desire this improvement. 


And the city maintains such pub- 


lic library service, and contributed to 
the Hope High School Band. 


The speaker pointed out that it was 


participation by the City of Hope 
which made possible construction of 
the great high school football stad- 
ium; and the city within recent years 
.also constructed electric lines to bring 
light and power to a seven-mile farm 
radius of Hope, 


Mr. McMath briefly reviewed the 


pending budget recommendations by 
the city's auditors, McDuCfie, Stewart 
& Co., Little Rock, for the new fis- 
cal year: 


1'. A cash reserve of $100,000, start- 


ing with $35,000, and adding $10,000 a 
year until the maximum is reached. 


2. A $3,500 appropriation for street

formed Before Hos- 


pital Opened 


Twenty-five years ago Friday the 


Josephine Hospital, newly organized 
under the direction of Dr. G. E. Can- 
non, operated on its first patient. 


The old building site, now Dr. Can- 


non's home, was not completed and 
the operation had to be made in one 
of the patient-rooms. Five years later 
the present Josephine hospital was 
constructed. 


The old hospital, with a limited 


amount of equipment, could only take 
care of six or eight patients where to- 
day, 
with complete x-ray, operating, 


'and all standardized equipment neces- 
sary, 25 patients can be handled. 


The hospital for many years has 


been approved and standardized by 
the American College of Surgeons 
and is the only one in Arkansas un- 
der 65 beds to hold this honor. 


Nurses in the old hospital were prac- 


tically unheard of. The present stuff 
consists of five regular nurses.

of a wide range of time and cir- 
cumstance, but which are all designed 
to emphasize the great truth con- 
firmed by all experience, "By their 
fruits ye shall know them." 


The prophet Ezekiel makes his con- 


tribution by the illustration of the 
productive vine which bears useful 
and nourishing fruit but of the vine 
of the forest which has no size or 
substance, which is of little use ex- 
cept to be burned, and which is of 
no use after it has been burned. 


He uses his illustration to suggest 


the fruitlessness and uselessness of 
Irael in its lack of faith and good 
works, and the destiny of a nation 
or people thus fruitless and useless 
is to be "given to the fire for fuel." 
"So," Ezekiel represented Jehovah as 
saying, "will I give the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem." 


Jesus emphasizes the need of mani- 


festing faith, by reference' to salt 
and to light. If salt has lost its sa- 
vour, it is useless. If a light is hidden, 
it is of no value. 


It is the Christian's duty to keep 


the savour of an active, wholesome, 
Christian life, manifest in deeds as 
well as in inward faith. It is his 
duty to be as a city set on a hill 
that cannot be hid, or as a light in 
a house, uncovered and free to shine 
into every place and corner. 


Then, Jesus turns in His teaching 


to tine illustration of the tree bring- 
ing forth fruit. The tree is known by 


j the nature and quality of the fruit 
' that it bears. A thorn tree cannot 


bring forth figs; nor does the fig tree 
produce thistles. 
This is as true of men and women 


in their lives as it is true of trees. 
No outward show or profession of 
piety is worth anything if the life 
he not truly good, and its goodness 
is tested by its words and deeds.- 


The closing passage of the lesson, 


from I Corinthians, brings this teach- 
ing to a head in stressing the fact 
that all that has happened in religious 
experience, and especially in the fail- 
ure of men and women to live ac- 
cording to their highest and best, is 
for our instruction and benefit. 


The apple of the apostle is that 


we should not be as idolaters and 
as those whose religion has been one 
of mere profession and falsity; that 
we should look well to the quality 
of our lives and see that our religion 
manifests 
itself 
by bringing forth 


much fruit. 


Analogies, or illustrations, are never 


perfect, and there is one warning that 
perhaps should be sounded in con- 
nection with a lesson like this. It 
is that fruits themselves should be 
tested carefully and should not be 
judged by appearances. 


Actions and deeds are in themselves 


sometimes deceiving. There may be 
an appearance of good works when 
there is anything but a true spirit 
back of them. Recently I purchased 
some fruit that was very attractive 
to the eye. It had all the appearance 
of excellent quality, but when we 
came to cut it, it was woody and 
pulpy and utterly without flavor. 


There are lives like that, that have 


the appearance of good works but 
that lack almost entirely the spirit of 
anything either truly human ov divine. 


Fruits are the evidence of inward
